That the fair should be taken from 


Milwaukee was made very plain for 
several reasons. 
The farmers con- 


tend that it is no longer profitable to 
exhibit stock or produce there for the 
lack of interest. They claim that Mil 
waukee people are not" interested in 
their wares. That they prefer to show 
their exhibits to exclusive rural peo- 
ple. 
Some of the leading stock breed- 


ers have not made exhibits at the state 
fair for several years past, yet they 
exhibited at the county fairs and all 
other state fairs. They give as their 
reason that they obtained profitable 
results from all other state fairs ex- 
cept our own state fair. Another rea- 
son for Milwaukee failing to make 
good with che state fair was the fact 
that a certain amount of the fair vis- 
itors went to the fair for a dual pur- 
pose—that is combining, seeing the 
metropolis and the state fair at the 
same - time. Thusly the fair was de- 
prived of its full share of gate receipts. 
Another charge made was that Mil- 
waukee department stores and thea- 
ters held out extraordinary attrac- 
tions for the visitors which detracted 
from the fair. 


One gentleman brought out the fact 


that farmers in and around Milwaukee 
were not particularly interested in a 
state fair in that they had no lands 
for sale 
or any 
pecuniary interest 


whatsoever. What the fair has been, 
has been what the up-state farmers 
have made it. The very atmosphere 
around Milwaukee has been cool tow- 
ards the fair. It was.argued that all 
of the larger and most successful fairs 
were conducted In smaller cities near-' 
er the rural people. 


A good point in favor of removal 


was scored when it -was cited that if 
the fair was moved nearer the center 
of the state in a rural belt the farmers 
of the state from the great new north 
would double and treble their exhibits 
thus showing to the world the possi- 
bilities of northern Wisconsin. In this 
connection the state as a. whole, would 
reap remarkable rewards , from the 
sale of wild lands and the promotion 
of agriculture in this state. It is an 
undeniable fact that the upstate far- 
mers jire the most progressive far- 
mers and the farmers that are most 
interested in the building up of a good 
state fair. 
• 


It is very evident that the interests 


of the state would be greatly enhanced 
if the state fair was centrally located 
in an agricultural region. It Is- the 
only way that the greatest amount of 
good can be assomplished for 
the 


greatest number of people. The pres- 
ent site in Milwaukee could be sold 
for enough to transplant the state 
fair fully equipped into any city up 
state. The site for the new fair would 
be gladly, donated by several cities. 
Besides if the fair is to stay in Mil- 
waukee it will cost nearly half that 
amount to buy a few more additional 
acres adjoining the present grounds at 
the present prices for real estate in 
that locality.

Spring Shootln0 Bill Killed. 


Without a word ot opposition 
the 


assembly killed the Litza bill to per- 
mit spring shooting in the state. For- 
merly this measure has caused the hot- 
test discussion, but, with the exception 
of. Assemblyman Paul, the committee 
on fish and game reported unanimous- 
ly against It. The Hull anti-discrimi- 
nation bill, which has been defeated 
in three past sessions, has passed the 
house with hardly a dissenting 
vote. 


To Check Autoists' Soeed. 


A ur.icue method of preventing auto- 


iEts frctu speeding faster than the law 
allows is 'ncorporated in the Richard- j 
son bill, which provides that no auto-j 
mobiles shall be sold in the.state with ; 
a power that will.carry the car faster 
than 25 miles an hour. Richardson is 
a f-rmer. and farmers complain thai 
tht speeding of cars by joy-riders re- 
sult in accidents and are damaging to 
the roads.

do net apply to automobiles which are 
already owned in the state nor to cars 
operated by

REPORT ON HARVESTER MADE 


omrnissloner Conant Says Company 


Has Monopolistic and Unfair 


. Competitive Methods. 


Washington, March 4.—Luther Con- 
nt, Jr., commissioner of corporations, 


Monday submitted to the president his 
rpport on the International Harvester 
cbmpany, a long and exhaustive docu- 
ment which concludes with tho state- 
njient that the company's position in 
tjie industry Is chiefly due to a monop- 
o^istic combination in tho harvester 
machine business, certain unfair com- 
petitive methods and superior com- 
mand of capital. 


Tho report shows that tho five con- 


cerns that consolidated in 1.102 had 
been in keen competition, but that this 
competition had not been destructive 
as at least four of them have been mak- 
ing good profits'. 
The new company, 


says Mr. Conant, was able to maintain 
Its monopolistic position and extend 
on a large scale into new lines of 
the farm machinery industry, in part 
by the acquisition of some of its chief 
rivals in th'e harvesting machine busi- 
ness; in pjart by using its monopolist- 
ic advantage in these lines to force 
the sale.of its new lines; in part by 
certain 
objectionable - competitive 


methods, and especially through-Us ex- 
ceptional command of capital, itself 
the rft'Stilt of combination. The com- 
missioner found that the value of the 
physical properties that were involved 
in the consolidation plus the working 
capital covered substantially 90 per 
cent, of the capital stock isnued.

OUK DRINKING WATER. 


In Monday's issue of the Grand Rap- 


Ids Reporter there was published the 
analysis of the drinking water as fur- 
nlshod by the Grand Rapids Water- 
Works Co. to consumers In this city. 
It was not. a fully complete analysis 
of the water but was to show the bac- 
teria it contained. The analysis was 
furnished.by the State Hygiene labor- 
atory, Madison. There were five sam- 
ples reported on:

1.. Water from Dr. Pomainville's 


Oflico—725 Bacteria to C. C. 


2. Water from Ice—35 Bacteria to 


C C 


3. Water from Pumping Station—

The first throe items were evidently 


water from the springs on th.o east 
side us furnished by the Water-Works 
Co., 
and they show that spring water 


is very good, very pure and wholesome 
—about as good as one will find any- 
where in the United States. 
Samples 


'No. 4 and No. 5 were evidently ordi- 
nary river water and contained on an 
average, 3100 Bacteria to the C. C. 


Now, 
in order that everyone may 


understand what 3100 Bacteria to the 
C. C. means, i will explain. that the 
letters C. C. stand for cubic centi- 
meters, which is the 
fluid measure 


adopted 
analysis. 


In the 
study 
of chemical 


1 C. C. In volume is equal to about 


33 drops. Take a teaspoonful of water 
—this Is about 100 drops. So a tea- 
spoonful oC water is equal to. about 3 
C. C. 
The Bacteria in the river water here 


at Grand Rapids averages 3100 Bac- 
teria to the C. C., or 0300 Bacteria to 
each teaspoonful. 


What Is Bacteria? 
Bacteria Is a 


disease, germ and generally speaking, 
is in all drinking water. Drinking wa- 
ters, however, containing more than 
If.OO Bacteria to the C. C. arc not safe, 
and the water should be boiled. 


Herein I dlfCer from the State Board 


of Health, who will allow twice as 
many Bacteria to the C. C. and then 
pronounce the water safe for drinking 
purposes. 
Where do Bacteria origi- 


nate? In the case of the Wisconsin 


—The sewage, (by this -I mean 


the foul matter carried into the river 
thru the sower from villages and cities 
up the river) such as Biron, Whiting, 
Stevens Point and Wausau. 


.In addition to Bacteria in the river 


water there are chemical refuse, al- 
,lowed to flow Into, the river from the 
Whiting paper mills, in the shape of 
chlorine, chloride of lime, and other 
bleaching compounds. 
At Mosinea a 


solution of sulphate (presumably sul- 
phate ot soda) Js let In. 
At Roths- 


child sulphite or sulphurous acid is let 
'rim in and at Wausau sewage, etc. 
How Is It possible then, that the Wis- 
consin river at Grand Rapids can be 
pure and wholesome? 


About thirty years ago I analyzed 


the. Wisconsin river water and took 
the sample at the wagon bridge. I 
found at that time that the river wa- 
ter was about as pure and wholecome 
as the spring water we now have, but 
then tho cities ..up river were small 
•and there were no paper mills. 


To pump.river water into the main;? 


is to mix an impure water with a pure 
water and make both unlit for use. 


In summer the springs do not give 


enough water for general use and it 
is the same in winter. It is no use to 
hide the fact from 
ourselves. 
The 


rivor water is no longer fit for domes- 
tic purposes; not even if it is boiled, 
for boiling does not eliminate the 
•chemicals altho it kills the Bacteria.

Boiling. Watei1 Harmless. 


Some engine users are of the opin- 


ion that when the water in an op^n 
hopper boils it will cause injury to the 
cylinder, due to overheating, says 
the editor of Farm and Home. This 
is an erroneous impression 
because 


water boils at 212 degrees and as long 
as there remains sufficient water to 
cover the cylinder no damage will re 
suit. The trouble .occurs when the 
water is entirely gone and the expan- 
sion of the piston (due to heat) causes 
it to entirely fill up the cylinder bore 
and cling-to and cut the wai.'s of the 
same. Keeping the hopper full or re- 
plenishing- it as the water evaporates 
will save trouble.. 


If the water jacket is • coated wuh a 


deposit clean out as much as possible 
with a crowbar or chisel if the engine 
head can be easily removed, or if not 
use a solution of acid to cut out the de- 
posit. For this purpose a mixture of 
one part water and two parts muriatic 
acid should be left iii the cylinder over 
night or over Sunday and then drained 
off. 
If the sediment is of a lime nature 


it will be all cut out by this process. 


Place for Brig-liter Color. 


For bedrooms and bathrooms lighter 


colors are prefered—white and green, 
blue and cream, or light grey,—or rose 
color—in any case, to match the color 
scheme of the room. Before cutting 
up and piecing these rags,' the white 
ones should be washed, and the others 
dyed .to desirtd shade. Never make 
the mistake of trying- to dye a light 
color over a dark one, or try to dye 
dirty or greasy rags, for -the dye sim- 
ply will not take. Also, 
i-emember 


that cotton and wool require different 
dyes. Buy a reliable dye, and follow 
directions on package, and. you will 
have no trouble.
